pin to eat until new corn is bard enough 
to feed, v.beu they can be finished on 
corn. For slop, I have found a chop 
ma'de of eqnal parti wheat, corn and j 
oats tbe best, although bran instead of ! 
cats decs well. 
aborts and corn or 


ebcrts and wheat can also bo used, de- 
pending upon which is cheapest. By all j 
means let them have tbe run of a good } 
pasture. Do not feed tbe EOVS any grain 
after the pigs are a mouth old. VTben 2 
mouths old, wean tbe pigs and breed tbe 
sovrs for a fall litter. Let them rnu on a 
good pasture for tliree mouths witb noth- 
ing to eat but gras=>. It will c&o! their 
systems, brace up tbeir conswtutions, 
and put them in good condition for rais- 
ing their fall pigs. Clover makes the 
beit hog pasture. Rye aud blue grass 
are good for early and late. I have found 
a mixture of peas, barley, oats and 
wheat, sowed early and in tbe spring, a 
splendid forage crop. It can be pastured 
or harvested and tbrasbed, tbe raised 
grains, after adding a little corn, mak- 
ing a first class chop. 


Fall pigs will have to be slopped all 


•winter if they aro to be grown success- 
fully. It costs more in time and labor, 
also better buildings are needed, to suc- 
cessfully raise fall pigs than tboso far- 
rowed in spring. Feed slops warm, but 
not cooked. Turn sboats out early on rye 
or blue grass pasture, and give all tbe 
soaked corn they will eat up clean. They 
will Uien auoa be ready for market. By 
tbe time bogs thus treated are 8 or 9 
mouths old tb<y will weiah 250 to 300 
pounds. Tbis is not a great or fancy 
weight, but all good bog raisers can ac- 
complish tbis much, and a good profit 
can be realized on the corn crop.—Iowa 
Cor. Orange Judd .Farmer. 


Grinding Ho£ Feed at Homo. 


Corn and cob groan d make very nice 


feed during tbe winter and early spring 
months, but after the cob becomes thor- 
oughly dry it is of little benefit. Last 
winter I fed my cows crushed feed «ud 
wheat sbort.= mixed equally, but as 
wbeat is cheaper than shorts nt present 
prices I am feeding one-ball crushed 
feed ground witb one-quarter wbeat and 
ono qrc'.rtpr <;ate. 
For my lings-- I fpnd 


one-half wheat and oats aud one-half 
shelled corn ground together and soaked 
in skiiutijilk, which makes tbo best feed 
evex fed, especially for sboats iind little 
pigs. I believe tbat it would pay any 
farmer to have n feed mill wbo has 10 
er more eowa and 20 or more bogs, as 
he can stive froiji cue-quarter to one- 
tbird of bit grain and obtain better re- 
sults than wbnj fed whole, because 
wbere whole grain i» fed^t is not prop- 
erly masticated, couseqncntly it is not 
properly digested, aud little benefit is 
derived, compared witb ground feed. 
Be also runs no risk of getting the toll 
back aud leaving his grist as pay for 
grinding, as when taken to a mill. 
When the farmers have learned the ben- 
efits derived from feeding tbeir stock 
ground feed and have placed themselves 
in a position to do their own grinding, 
they have taken a long stride toward 
making farming a success.—Cor. Rural 
New Yorker.

harvested this year. A dctenuiued effort 
must bo made to ship it abroad at pay- 
ing prices. Our consuls at foreign pu.'ts 
can belp cr«xrlv in tbis work.

While not bo common a variety as 
tbo true garter .^nakti», which name 
is applied by the average individual 
T-o about five or six separate varie- 
tk-s, yet tLey may be found in their 
favorito haunts all through tbe 
spring, sumniL-r and part of the fall 
in Connecticut, New Jc-rsev and New 
York. 


The muddy ditches, shallow creeks 


and spring brooks aro tho chosen 
abiding places of the brown snakes 
in tbo early months. One of the 
first species to loavo —inter qanrtcrs, 
they may always bo found sunning 
on flat stones or dry logs by tb<} 
creek side in April. They are grace- 
ful in every movement and quicker 
than thought. When onco thx-y de- 
cide to devour a small frog or an 
aquatic insect it is tbe surest and 
swiftest sort of death to tbe victim. 
Imitating tbeir larger brethren, the 
real water moccasins, these midgets 
are fast, fearless swimmers and 
spend much, of their time in pursu- 
ing small fish. They catch a mar- 
velous number of ohnbs and shiners. 


When tbe crisp nights and dawns 


of September come, the little brown 
snakes take to the uplands. In sun- 
ny, cozy corners and hollows carpet- 
ed with dry leaves they may be 
found sleepily basking as late aa 
tho end of October. 
The .cooler 


weather seems to drive them from 
tbeir damp rotreats. While on the 
high ground they feed on tree toads, 
slugs and insects of many sorts. To 
secure one or two of these beautiful 
roptiles is not easy, but may be ac- 
complished with a long handled, 
light net, a quick eye and a ready 
hand. 


Kept in a roomy bos "vritb. glass 


sides, a good sized pool and a bed of 
dry leaves, with some growing plants 
and moss, and placed where a warm, 
generous flood of sunlight can bathe 
the box and its contents nearly all 
day, tbe brown snake will be con- 
ton ted. 
He will learn to know his 


keeper, to take bis food from tbe 
latter 's fingers and will ^ teach him 
many ways and habits of snakes not 
to be learned from books. — New 
York World.
